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State Taxes 
Double In 


Six Years 


State taxes doubled over a six 
year period ending July 1, 1951, 
according to th e C alifornia State 
Cham ber of Commerce. 
A study by th e organization 
showed all state taxes collected 
in California in the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1951 reached $1.- 
115,000,000—an increase of 100 
per cent over the 1944-45 fiscal 
year. Compared w ith last year’s 
total tax bill of $946,159,426. this 
represented an 18 per cent in ­ 
crease. 
Lloyd W. 
Dinkelspiel, ch air­ 
m an of the C ham ber’s statew ide 
tax comm ittee, pointed out th at 
a large part of th is year’s state 
tax increase w ent for subven­ 
tions and shared taxes w ith coun­ 
ty and city governm ents. 
Subventions an d state shared 
taxes increased from $165,400.­ 
000 in 1944-45 to $555,137,000 in 
1950-51, or 235 percent. 
Property taxes levied by coun­ 
ty and city governm ents and 
school and special districts dur­ 
ing this sam e period rose from 
$345,972.490 to 
$806.000.000 ac­ 
cording to State Cham ber esti­ 
m ates on basis of actual levies. 
This w as an increase of 133 per­ 
cent. 
Sales taxes, by far the g reat­ 
est source of revenue for the 
State, brought in $401.218.928 in 
1950-51. This w'as 167 percent 
greater th an the $150,314.238 col­ 
lected in the last year of the war 
and m ote than tht entire state 
tax bill of a decade ago. In 1940­
